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REMARKS : 

The Office action of November 26, 2 007 has been received and 
carefully considered. A Request for Continuing Examination is 
filed herewith. Reconsideration of the application in view of 
the Request for Continued Examination and the following is 
respectfully requested. 

It is noted that applicant's prior attorney has retired and 
the undersigned will handle the matter in the future. A Power of 
Attorney to the undersigned has already been filed and accepted.

In the previous action Claim 19 was indicated to be 
allowable. Claims 1, 2, 7, 14 and 17 were rejected for failure 
to comply with written description and as being obvious in view 
combinations of the cited prior art references to Herschler 
(4,568,547), Walsh (6,139,872) and Giampapa (5,895,652). 

With respect, to the rejection regarding the written 
requirement, it is believed that the application supports the 
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ranges claimed; however, in order to promote the prosecution of 
the application, the claims have been amended and are now 
believed to be free of the terminology in question. 

Claim 1 was rejected as obvious over Herschler in view of 
Walsh. Claim 1 is directed to a two part supplement for humans 
that has improved digestion properties. In particular, many of 
the dietary and therapeutic agents that humans take to improve 
their health have a naturally low pH (below 6) and either are not 
efficiently consumed or do not cooperate well with the digestive 
system. Applicants have discovered that by raising the pH to 
above 8, the agents can be better utilized. Applicant's 
accomplish raising the pH by addition of a sufficient quantity of 
an additive having calcium, magnesium and potassium electrolytes 
that are basic in nature to raise the pH of the combined 
supplement to at least 8 (also claimed 10.5 and 12). 

While the Herschler reference teaches that MSS is a 
tablet ing and granulating aid for active agents, there is no 
teaching found in Herschler to combine MSM with an agent for the 
purpose of making the agent more efficient in the person 
consuming the agent. Further, there is no teaching found in 
Herschler that an agent should be combined with a basic additive 
to make the agent work better. And, still further, there is no 
teaching or suggestion that the basic additive should be added in 
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sufficient amount to raise the pH of the combined composition to 
at least 8. While tableing and granulating aids such as are 
taught in Herschler do make manufacture of tablets easier, 
nothing suggests how to modify Herschler to produce applicant's 
.invention. 

While Walsh teaches that vitamins can include minerals, 
including calcium, such is included as a nutrient supplement and 
not to modify pH to at least 8, nor does this reference provide 
any reason to do so. Consequently, it is urged that neither 
Herschler nor Walsh whether taken singly or together, teach one 
of ordinary skill in the art that a problem exists with low pH 
agents or how to resolve the problem using the additives of the 
invention to raise the pH to at least 8. 

Claims 2 and 7 depend from Claim 1. Claims 14 and 15 
include the same language, as discussed above which is urged to 
distinguish from the combination of Walsh and Herschler. 
Consequently, these claims are also believed allowable. 

Claim 16 was rejected over Giampapa in view of Walsh. Walsh 
has been previously discussed. Giampapa is directed to a product 
having many possible components. However, this reference does 
not in any way teach adjusting the pH of naturally occurring 
substances that initially have a pH of 6 or less to greater than 
8, as called for in the claims. In particular, the Giampapa 
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reference specifically teaches against the invention. Attention 
is directed to the paragraph beginning on line 25, column 2 
wherein is stated that the pH is to be maintained between 6.45 
and 7.5. Consequently, withdrawal of this rejection is 
respectfully requested. 

In summary, it is urged that amended Claims 1, 2, 7, 14 to 
17 and 19 are allowable and notice to this effect is earnestly 
solicited.
